MISCELLANEOUS. 
DISTRESS CALLS. 


When radio calls for assistance are received from vessels in dis- 
tress, Coast Guard cutters promptly proceed, whenever possible, to 
render aid. There have been instances recently when vessels that 
had sent out radio calls for help, which were responded to by Coast 
Guard cutters, have failed to annul their distress calls when assist- 
ance was no longer needed. Under such circumstances the Coast 
Guard cutter needlessly consumes fuel, and the effect upon the per- 
sonnel is discouraging when they eventually learn that their stren- 
uous efforts to reach the endangered craft were not necessary and 
were occasioned solely by the failure of the vessel to advise them 
that she was no longer in need of help. 

Any vessel that has sent out a call for assistance should annul 
such cali immediately when assistance is no longer needed.
